66Hello. It's me again — Mrs Hedgehog. | thought I'd 
tell you a little more about us Hedgehogs. Do you 
remember | mentioned about our spines being 
like a suit of armour and that we can roll up 
into a ball to protect ourselves? Well, I'd 

, like to explain how this works. We're very 
lucky really because our spines do save us 
from being gobbled up by all sorts of 
predators. As soon as we hear danger 
approaching — we can feel vibrations 
through the ground — we roll up. 
Occasionally a Badger might bite at our 
head before we have time to tuck it in. 
But if we're quick enough we become 

a ball of sharp spines and we're safe.99 


Our young ones are in much greater danger 
than us. Owls can swoop down and grab them 
and Weasels make a meal out of them, too. 
For the first 10 days or so, a baby cannot roll 
itself up. If a curious dog or other animal noses 
ROLLING UP it, the baby will jerk its head upwards so that 
its spines prick the animal’s soft nose. Usually 
this gives the baby a chance to escape. 


At the slightest sign of danger | push up 
my spines, which are normally lying flat 
and pointing backwards, so that they 
stick out in all directions. Then | roll up 
and tuck in my head and legs. Using my 
muscles under the skin, | pull the spines 
close together so that they cover all my 
soft parts completely. 


If all’s well, | flip over on to my feet but keep 
my head tucked in for another few minutes, 
to be safe. If everything's still quiet | poke 
my head out again, stand up on my legs and 
scurry off to a good hiding place.

Injured Hedgehogs 


66Although Hedgehogs can defend 
themselves very well against most 
predators, they have no chance against 
the traffic. Thousands are killed, others 
are badly injured. Until quite recently 
they usually died, too, because vets and 
animal rescue workers did not know how 
to treat them. Now, thanks to an animal 
wildlife hospital in England called 

St Tiggywinkles, thousands of Hedgehogs 
are being rescued, cured and returned to 
the wild every year.99 


Every day, Hedgehog patients have to be 
weighed - this helps the vets to know 


ST TIGGYWINKLES 


When wildlife carers Les and Sue Stocker were 
brought an injured Kestrel in 1977, they realized 
that there were very few centres for caring for 
injured wildlife in Britain. They set up a wildlife 
hospital in a number of sheds and pens in their 
back garden in Aylesbury and tried to look after 
every wild creature that was brought to them. 

In 1984 there was a drought and because 
Hedgehogs, like other animals, were desperate for 
water, they came out during the day and many of 
them were found, ill or injured. The Stockers 
treated so many of these Hedgehogs and people 
became so interested in helping them that they set 
up a special unit, just for Hedgehogs, and called it 
St Tiggywinkles after the Hedgehog in Beatrix 
Potter’s tales. 

The wildlife hospital grew and in 1991 a specially 
designed hospital was built near the first one. This 
new hospital treats 10,000 creatures every year, 


from deer, 
Foxes and Badgers to snakes 
and birds. Almost all these patients are 
returned to the wild. It is also a teaching hospital 
where vets can get advice on how to treat wildlife. 
You can become a member of St Tiggywinkles 
and you can also sponsor one of the patients by 
helping to pay for its care. If you want to find out 
more, write to them and include a large, stamped, 
addressed envelope so that they can write back 
to you.

If the 
Hedgehog is not putting on weight, or is 
losing it, then there is still a problem. 


When a vet is given a Hedgehog with 
an injured leg, the first problem is to 
get at the leg to see exactly what the 
damage is. Most injured Hedgehogs 
roll up into a tight ball when picked up. 
A special anaesthetic cradle has been 
invented where a Hedgehog can be 
safely unrolled and examined. Leg 
injuries are often caused by things left 
out in gardens and parks - ring pulls 
from drink cans, pieces of broken 
glass and garden netting or wire.

Bilberries are small, blackish 

purple fruits that make your 

tongue turn purple after you’ve 

eaten them.

. The Merlin is a shy and rare bird 
of prey, not much bigger than a 
Mistle thrush. It flies low over the 
moor searching out Meadow pipits 
and other small birds which are its 
favourite food. 


Horse-hair fungus is the 
name given to this rather 
delicate toadstool which 
grows on dead heather. 
Stag’s-horn clubmoss creeps slowly 
along the ground as it grows on 
mountain moors. Its antler-like stems 
are covered in small leaves with 
finely-toothed edges. 
The moss spreads 
by releasing yellow 
powder-like 
spores in 
summer. 


Red Grouse not only find cover 
in the heather, they eat it, too. 
They’re well camouflaged and 
safe in the undergrowth until the 
grouse shooting season begins 
on August 12th. Then they 
become the target of sportsmen 
from all over the world.
